MILITARY AGAIN PRESENT. 


In the presence of a smell gathering of 
mourners, many of whom were women and 
girls, the burial of the body of Madame 
Markievicz took place in the Republican 
Plot in Glasnevin Cemetery at 9.30 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Soldiers, fully armed, 
arrived in lorries at about eight o'clock. They 
were strengthened later by other contingents, 
and, to the number of 150, they formed up 
into two sections and took up positions about 
a hundred yards from the Plot. Dublin 
Metropolitan Guards and detectives were also 
present 

The vault in the old O'Connell Circle where 
the coffin had lain since Sunday evening was 
opened on the arrival of Count Markievicz 
(husband) and his son, Mr. de Valera,. and 

ianng Fáil and Republican deputies. 

Five boys of the Fianna Eireann headed 
the procession from the vault to the Republi- 
can Plot. A green uniform, which had been 
worn by Madame Markievicz in St. Stephen’s 
Green during the.1916 rebellion, was lowered 
into the grave with the coffin. Prayers for 
the dead were recited by the Rev. J. Fitz- 
gibbon, C.C., Cemetery Chaplain, and two 
other priests. 

For some time after the interment a small 
crowd of women remained at the graveside, 
where four members of the Fianna Eireann, 
in uniform, stood to “ attention.” The police

IRISH ENTERPRISE. 


The opening of the new artificial silk 
factory near Ballymena has attracted con- 
siderable attention, and a distinguished 
company attended the inaugura! ceremony 
last Saturday. The works are ideally 
situated in the charming valley of the 
Maine, and the river has been tapped for 
power purposes, while everything possible 
has been done to ensure efficiency and 
the comfort of the,employés, of whom it is 
hoped eventually to engage about six 
hundred.

FLOWER-SELLERS’ LAMENT, 


For many years a number of flower- 
sellers have made a precarious living by 
selling their blooms in Donegall place, 
causing obstruction to no one, as they 
stand in the water-table at the edge of the 
footpath ; but at the last monthly meeting 
of the Corporation a resolution was passed, 
by a small majority, prohibiting them 
from carrying on their business there 
They disappeared for a few days, but have 
returned, and now they rest their baskets 
on their bent knees, instead of placing 
them on the ground, no doubt in the 
belief that this novel method of procedure 


meets the difficulty. One man with a 
crutch finds the position rather em- 
barrassing. Indignation is freely ex- 


pressed at the action of the Corporation, 
and efforts are being made to get the 
resolution cancelled. 

It is pointed out that at least a couple 
of motor cars continually line both sides 
of Donegall place, causing obstruction and 
danger to people getting off and on tram- 
cars, but, with the exception of a few 
belated police prosecutions ‘after publi: 
criticism, nothing is done regarding them. 
The parking of cars in the narrow lane 
leading from Donegall place to Arthur 
square—where two vehicles have scarcely 
room to pass—is also a positive danger, 
but here again there is a policy of in 
action. 

A brave deed is soon forgotten. During 
the troublous times a few years ago a 
bomb was discovered in a tramcar on its 
arrival opposite where .the flower-sellers 
stand. Naturally there was a panic, and 
all ran for their lives, with the excep- 
tion of one of the flower-sellers, 
picking up a bucket of water, which he 
had to Keep his blooms fresh, made a 
he tramcar, lifted the bomb anda 
dropped it into his bucket, thus averting 
n disaster. The hero of this episode was 
an ex-Service man, who was compelled to 
earn his living by selling flowers on the 
street, and he received civic thanks and a 
monetary reward ; but he would be barred 
from trading there to-day. 
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AN UNSATISFACTORY POSITION. 


The administration of the Land Pur- 
chase Acts, dealing with unbought 
tenants, is causing much dissatisfaction 
in Northern Ireland, and representations 
have been made to the Imperial Govern- 
ment to hasten the procedure. It appears 
that the Northern Legislature is helpless 
in the matter, and that both landlords and 
were compelled to accept the 
scheme as embodied in the Northern Ire- 
land Land Act, 1925, passed by the Im 
Parliament. On behalf the 
tatepayers' and Reform Associa- 
tion it is argued that the position is fast 
becoming intolerable. The Imperial Go- 
vernment, which has reserved this matter 
to itself, is requested to make an inime- 
diate settlement, the fact being urged 
that, out of 28,000 cases of unbought 
tenants, only 35,000 have been dealt 
with during the past two years. The 
Northern Government is blamed for 
accepting the Imperial measure without 
discussion in either the local or Imperial 
Parliaments, and attention is drawn to 
the fact that, while in the Free State the 
unbought tenants, pending completion, 
obtained a reduction of 25 per cent, of 
their rents, the unbought tenant in 
Northern Ireland gets nothing. The

In order to improve matters the 
Ministry of Home Affairs have just an- 
nounced that it is the intention of the 
Government to introduce legislation in the 
next session of the Northern Parliament 
with a view to encouraging the building of 
small houses, suitable for workers who 
cannot pay a thigh rent; and when it is 
borne in mind that the average amount of 
wages prevailing at present is between 
50s. and 50s. per week, the fixed rent

CORPORATION'S NEW 
SCHEME, 


SMALL DWELLINGS AT 
SMALL RENTS. 


A special meeting of Belfast Corporation 
decided yesterday to resume building on the 
Seaview site, where work had been suspended 
since the Home Office housing inquiry. The 
original scheme, which was partially com- 
pleted, costs the ratepayers as it stands 
£1,170 per annum. 

On the motion of Councillor Stewart, it was 
decided to accept, as most advantageous to 
the Council, the tender of H. and J. Martin, 
Ltd., for the erection of 99 houses at a cost 
of £35,975 and of eight houses at a cost of 
£2,872, subject to acceptance by-the Ministry 
of Labour, as a scheme for the relief of un- 
employment and a percentage grant of the 
wages; to accept the tender of Grainger 
Brothers, Holywood, County Down, for the 
completion of the streets at a cost of £15,969 
8s. 1ld 

Mr. Stewart pointed out that private enter 
de, had failed to provide houses for the 
humbler citizen, and it became the duty of 
a municipal body to use every means at their 


disposal to relieve the existing shortage, 
and to make their citizens contented in 
comfortable homes.. The type of houses pro- 
posed was slightly smaller than the last 
kitchen houses built by the committee, but 


was one which the committee thought would 
commend itself to the working people as a 
comfortable little home, which could be let 
at a rent of ten shillings per week. 

Councillor Henderson moved an amendment 
that the lowest tender should be accepted, 
but, on being assured that while not the 
lowest Messrs. Martin's tender was the most 
advantageous, withdrew his ptoposal, and 
the motion was adopted. 


NEW HOUSING LEGISLATION, 

An important circular from the Ministry of 
Home Affairs for Northern Ireland has been 
issued to all county and urban and rural 
councils on the subject of the Housing Acts, 
intimating the desirability of encouraging the 
building of the smaller classes of houses suit- 
able for occupation by workers earning com- 
paratively low rates of wages. The Minister 
states that the Government has decided to 
introduce new legislation during the frth- 
coming Parliamentary session which will have 
for its object the modifying of the present 
basis of payment of subsidies with the object 
of offering further encouragement to the 
building of houses of a less expensive type 
than have generally been -erected under the 
existing arrangements. It is not proposed 
to ask the approval of Parliament to the con- 
tinuance of subsidies in connection with the 
building of houses of the semi-villagype, and, 
accordingly, no subsidy will be payable in 
respect of any houses completed after the 
dist of March next m cases where the super 
ficial area of such houses exceeds 650 square 
feet. 

On the other hand, proposals will be sub- 
mitted empowering the Ministry of Home 
Affairs to increase from £80 to £100 the sub 
sidy payable on the smaller tyne of house with 
a superficial area not exceeding 650 square 
feet. The minimum size of house in respect 
of which subsidies will be paid will be 550 
square feet and 500 square feet in urban and 
rural districts respectively he increased 
subsidy of £100 will be payable in respect of 
such houses commenced on and after the 1st 
of August, 1927, In cases where such houses 
are not completed within six months from the 
date of commencement, the subsidy will be 
reduced by £20 in accordance with the prin 
ciple which is already embodied in the above- 
mentioned Acts. The proposals will not ex. 
tend to any house which is not completed 
before the 3lst March, 1929. 3 
It is, at the same time, proposed to con 
tinue for a similar period the existing powers 
of local authorities in regard to supplementing 
the Government subsidy by way of a lump 
sum grant not exceeding £40 per house, or, 
alternatively a loan not exceeding £100 free 
of interest, in addition to making provision 
for the exemption of such houses from rafes 
for a period not exceeding 10 years. 


DANCERS AS FIRE- 
FIGHTERS. 


PUBLIC-HOUSE GUTTED IN 
ENNIS. 


Mr. Michael Neylon’s public-house in Par- 
nell street, Ennis, was gutted by a fire which 
broke out at about one o'clock yesterda) 
morning. Owing to the fact that the water 
supply is cut off every ovening at 7 p.m. in 
Ennis, and the lack of proper fire fighting ap 
pliances, there was grave danger that the 
whole street would be involved Happily, 
however, the prompt turning on of the water 
supply and the assistance rendered by Guards 
and volunteers averted the danger. 

An all-night dance was in progress at the 
Town Hall, and on learning of the outbreak 
the young men taking part in the entertain 
ment immediately ran to the scene and gave 
all assistance possible in coping with the 
fire. After four hours’ hard work the flames 
were subdued, but not hefore Neylon’s house 
had been destroved. Nothing now remains 
but the blackened walls and a heap of charred 
and smouldering déhres 

So intense was the heat that shutters on 
shop windows on the opposite side of the 
street were blistered. 

This is the third or Murth time that a for 
tunate aecident has saved the town from 
very heavy damage. Scores of young men 
were ready for duty because of the Town 
Hall dance, which has been described by Mr. 
D Callinan, the municipal overseer, as the

“ The medical profession is skidding on 
a very slippery slope, and at the bottom 
of the slope is nothing but a cemetery for 
all that the older type of men regard as 
worth having.

This declaration was made by Dr. E. B. 
Turner, of Kensington, in a discussion on 
what was described as “the insidious in- 
roads continually being made on private 
medical practice under the auspices of 
State voluntary bodies and others,” which 
took place at the meeting of the Represen- 
tative Body of the British Medical 
Association at Edinburgh yesterday. 
Dr. W. Douglas, of Maidstone, stated 
that the man in general practice, instead 
of being the confidential adviser of his 
patient, would become a medical shop- 
walker directing the customer to the 
proper department. 
The discussion originated with a resolu- 
tion proposed by Dr. R. Fothergill, of 
Brighton, as follows :— 
“That the Representative Body, view- 
ing with considerable concern the insidious 
inroads continually being made on private 
medical practice under the auspices of the 
State voluntary bodies and others, and, 
being of opinion that this is not only 
detrimental to the interests of the 
individual members of the medical pro- 
fession, but ultimately to all classes in 
thé community, . structs the Council to 
watch all such developments and actively 
to interest itself in safeguarding private 
practice amongst all groups in the medical 
profession and to secure through the 
branches and divisions closer co-operation 
with the local medical profession for that 
purpose. '' 
The motion was carried unanimously. 


AN UNSATISFACTORY OUTLOOK. 
Dr. Fothergill said that the non- 
insurance practitioner, who was the only 
representative of the practitioner of one 
hundred years ago, would shortly cease to 
exist. They had to ask themselves if 
medicine was going to have a chance in 
the future, if it was to be dragooned, 
regularised and controlled, with no 
freedom of thought and action. 
Dr. E. B. Turner, of Kensington, 
said:—‘ The truth about this matter, of 
course, is that the whole-time man is 
tamer to work with than the medical 
practitioner who is called in occasionally.

As the result of conversations which téok 
place during the week-end between the 
Japanese and British delegations. and which 
were extended to-day to include the Ameriezn 
delegation, it may be said that the naval 
limitation conference is within sight of reach- 
ing an agreement. 

In view of what has already been achieved 
there is no apparent reason why the negotia- 
tions should not be brought to a speedy and 
suctessful end.

Immediately afterwards a communiqué was 
issued, which, in its note of optimism as 
well as in the material progress recorded, 
goes beyond anything hitherto officially 
issued by the Conference.

‘* Following the discussions in the plenary 
meeting, and acting on the suggestion there 
made, that one of the chief difficulties was 
to reconetle the views of the British and 
Japanese delegations, conversations have been 
proceeding between the three Powers with 
respect to auxiliary surface craft, with the 
purpose of bridging those difficulties.

progress has been sufficiently encouraging to 
warrant the further examination of the matter 
in detail.”’ 

What actually did occur is that the 
American delegation asked for 24 hours im 
which to study the joint proposals before 
giving their answer. It is, however, under-

stood that th first impressions were 


favourable. 


Though there may be some bargaiming on 
minor points, there seems every prospect that 
the reply will be in the affirmative. 

This change in the position was not un- 
expected. The days and weeks spent in 
trying to define the two types of cruisers 
have led to a considerable measure of agree- 
ment between the British and Japanese 
delegations. 

It was found on examination that the 
Japanese estimate of British tonnage requite- 
ments, and that of our own experts, were 
not very far apart, the former having been 


calculated on an obsolete system. 


THE AMERICAN VIEW. 


At the plenary session Mr. Hugh Gibson 
also declared that the An s were in such 
close agreement with the Japanese delegation 
with respect to total tonnage and types of 
the cruiser class that a basis»of agreement 


could easily be found between the two. 
He further added: “ If some basis cam be 


found which is mutually acceptable to the 
British and Japanese delegations, I feel sure 
that. it will be possible for the American 
delegation to make the agreement complete. 


A BROAD HINT. 
It-was on the broad hint contained in these 
words that the British delegation went to 
work immediately the plenary session had 
terminated.

The Trade nions Bill was mentioned in 
a report in which the Council stated that 
they had been trying to clear up certain 
ambiguities in the bill which might be held 
to affect‘the Association. The general prin- 
ciple which had guided the Council’s action 
was that, if Parliament should consider that 
in the interests of the community certain 
restrictions should be put on organ)sations, 
whether trade or professional, the Association 
should accept these conditions and accommo- 
date itself to them, so long as they applied 
equally to all such organisations. 

Sir Richard H. Luce, M.P., said that the 
Council had been in some anxiety, because 
it was not quite certain, from the original 
form of the bill, whether, in the case of a 
strike of doctors against the Government, 
they would not be carrying out an illegal 
strike. The Association had always main- 
tained that its main object was not to deal 
with the terms of service of the profession. 
One question which would have to be settled 
was whether the bill would debar civil ser- 
vants from being members of the Associa- 
tion. 

An amendment which had been promised 
to the Landlord and Ten&nt Bill, Sir Richard 
Luce: said, would enable medical men to 
obtain compensation for improvements in 
respect of premises they had occupied for 
professional purposes. They would not, how- 
ever, get compensation for any loss of good- 


will. 
COMMUNICATION BETWEEN DOCTORS 
, AT SEA. 


The Council reported that it was consider- 
ing the setting up of a committee to 
formulate an international code for inter- 
communication between medical officers of 
ships at sea. 

POSITION OF WOMEN DOCTORS. 
Dr. Farmer, of Bishop Auckland, moved— 
“That the Representative Body seriously de- 
precates the recent action of the Durham 
County Council in dismissing one of its 
medical officers from its staff on the ground 
of her recent marriage, and is of opinion 
that if marriage is to be a cause for dismissal, 
this should be stated at the time of appoint- 
ment. *’ 

Dr. Farmer said that Mrs. MacIntosh gave 
up an appointment in London to go to 
Durham, and when she did so no mention 
was made of the fact that marriage would 
be a bar to her employment later. It was 
his experience that it was a = advan- 
tage to have a woman medical officer in cer- 
tain work, and having taken women into the 
profession they should see that they were 
employed on the same terms as men. 

, Christine Murrell, of Kensington, urged 
that the meeting should re-affirm the Associa- 
tion’s policy of equality of status and salary 
for men and women doctors. 

The motion was carried in the following 
form:—‘‘That the Representative Body 
seriously deprecates the action of any local 
_authority in dismissing one of its women 
medical officers on the ground of marriage, 
and re-aflirms the policy of the Association 
of equality of status and salary for medical 

. men and women.”’ 
THE LUNACY LAWS. 

Dr. Langdon Down, Chairman of the 
Lunacy Law and Medical Disorder Committee, 
moved that a memorandum dealing with the 
report of thé Royal Commission on Lunacy 
and Mental Disorder, and relating to the 
Harnett versus Fisher case, be approved, and 
referred to the Council. The memorandum 
stated that in many important respects the 
Commission’s report was in harmony with the 
principles advented by the Association, but, 
unfortanately, the methods advocated by the 
Commission did not in every case appear the

to that adopted for other forms of illness. 
3reat anxiety was felt by practitioners fol- 
Jowing recent casgs in the Courts, which had 
directed atténtion to the liability of prac- 
titioners who had given certifieates under the 
Lunacy Acts to the risk of legal action by a 
patient. To meet this the Commission made 
certain recommendations. The Lunacy Com- 
mittee considered that. as a corollary, the 
Association should press that when an ap- 
plication was made to the Courts alleging 
want of care or lack of good faith on the 
part of the certifying doctor, thé jade should 
be assisted by a medical assessor. The same 
principle should hold in the Court of Appeal. 
The Committee: also urged that the Associa- 
tion should press for the introduction into 
the form of any judicial detention order of 
words indicating that before signing the 
order the judicial authority had satisfied him- 
self that the practitioner concerned had exer. 
cised reasonable care. With these safervards 
the Commission’s recommendations would 
adequately protect the practitioner. 

Dr. C. 0. Hawthorne, of Marvlebore, moved 
that the memorandum be referred to the 
Council. The memorandum, he said, was not 
dp proved by the Conncil, and had not been 
diseussed in the division. 

The discussion was adjourned.

SHIPBUILDING.

THE COMPETITION PROBLEM. 

There is keen satisfaction in shipbuilding 
ircles (says a correspondent of the Daily 
T' el graph) at the announcement that United 
Kingdom shipyards have recent been able 
to secure orders for the construction of 
several large tank vessels for account of well- 
known London oil companies. The fact that 
shipbuilders in this country have been able 
to compete successfully with Continental— 
and particularly Dutch—yards is regarded as 
a very good sign, especially in view of the 
substantial orders which were placed by 
British owners with yards in Holland only a 
few months ago. 

Apropos this question of competition, it 
is noteworthy that Dutch shipyards are 
evidently fully alive to the position, for in- 
terested quarters have been at considerable 
ains to draw attention to the factors which 
ha brought about such a change in the 
‘competing powers of the two 
countries. The altered situation is traced in 
part to the gradual disappearance of the 
restrictions which, it is pointed out, have so 
long hampered the atl so of the ship- 
building industry in this country, more par- 
ticularly m regard to the attitude of trade 
unions in discouraging the increasing adop- 
tion of labour-saving machinery.

This is an — of the 
situation which obviously calls for careful 
attention if the shipbuilding industry of 
Great Britain is to benefit from the closer 
competition now being wagd.

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

The President. Mr. Edward T. John.

With nations, as with individuals, 
control and self-direction were infinitely more 
to be desired than external tutelage, however 
well intentioned and _ intellectually’ dis- 
tinguished. As a matter of fact, the adequate 
representation of minorities and the avoidance 
of any exaggeration whatsoever of the rights 
and powers of majorities was of the first im- 
portance to the Nationalist movement in al! 
the Celtic areas. This would be a very vital 
factor in bringing about the larger measure of 
national unity so greatly desired in Ireland. 

LESS PERTURBATION. 

Celis should really regard the future with 
less perturbation, seeing that their race had, 
in fact, a remarkably protracted tradition of 
effective. statesmanship. Such differences as 
exist in Ireland between portions of North- 
Kast Ulster and the rest of Ireland, between 
the economic and cultural conditions of the 
Gaelic-speaking Highlands and the remaining 
portions of Scotland, and between industrial 
and rural Wales—in no sense rigidly a matter 
of North and South—should be eminently 
amenable to practical treatment in the spirit 
of the Swiss Cantonal organisation to-day. 
In the present situation brother Celts could 
only continue to commend to Ireland, in spite 
of the recent deplorable tragedy, so interisely 
lamented—the loss of one of Ireland's most 
brilliant and courageous sons—the (Celtic 
tradition and practice of renunciation of 
physical force, and absolute reliance upon 
reason and good feeling for a complete solu- 
tion of all internal differences, with an equally 
complete abstention from participation in any 
form of external conflict. : 

While Celtic ideals could not be fully 
achieved apart from both spiritual growth 
and political education and organisation, the 
Celtic Congress concerned itself mainly with 
the cultural development of its people. Their 
experience, however, was identical with that 
of the Commission on the Preservation of the 
Gaeltacht, so ably presided over by General 
Mulcahy. They discovered and declared 
economic conditions to be the most potent 
factors in the position in; Ireland which 
im some respects was far from encouraging, 
secing that the number of Irish speakers in 
the Irish-speaking areas had fallen from 
436,758 in 1911 to 299,249 in 1925. 

[t was the intention of the Congress to 
examine both the Irish report and that of the 
Welsh Commission, but the publication of 
the Welsh report was still delayed. and the 
recent general election in Ireland had mili- 
tated somewhat against the adequate elucida 
tion of the position there. Switzerland and 
Treland were notable instances of political 
persistence and pertinacity, without, in the 
first case, any national tongue whatsoever : 
and, in the second case, with the use of the 
national speech largely in abeyance 
phenomena’ probably to be ‘attributed, as re- 
gards* Switzerland, to the pressure of _ its 
peculiar geographical position, and in Ireland 
partly to economical] hardship, but chiefly-to

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THE MURDER OF MR. 0'HIGGINS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Your Political Correspondent an- 

nounces that the Executive Council is pre- 

ing some: “ repressive measure” 48 a 

countter-stroke to the murder ‘of Vice-President 
O'Higgins. He has not been told the precise 
scope of this drastic measure, but believes 
that it will extend the death penalty to other 
offences: than that- which’ at present “sends. 
to execution. Hitherto, this corre- 
spondent’s forécasts of’ Cabinet action have 
proved correct in the main. If his latest 
anticipation’ prove 'as “well-founded, the good 
citizen may have more reasons for regret, than 
the malcontent. 

Hyshing strife and quarrel over the solemn 
grave, opponents of the Government for a 
time preserved a truce of God; and, as His 
Grace thé Atchbishop of Dublin emphasised 
in his pastoral letter of Sunday, “the public 
declarations: of many leaders of different 
schools of political. thought’’ have borne 
witness that the Irish public abhor the crime. 
Now, however, that political activities have 
been ‘resumed, it is not amiss to remind our 
law-makers that ‘in «Ireland violence is not 
always best. countered by violence: General 
Maxwell’s orgy of exeeutions, for example, 
turnéd thousands of inert Nationalists into 
fervid Sinn Feiners. Might not the situation 
be turned to better and happier purpose by 
an effort to sow the seeds of peace in pre 
ference to adding a further Coercion Act to 
the Statute Book? What the countrys 
highest interests demand is not more blood, 
but the firm foundation of a lasting sg! 

Fianna Fáil came into existence when Mr. 
de Valera made a great stride forward 
towards the constitutional position. Why not 
put a premium upon constitutional action 
instead of rendering it nugatory in the case 
of Fianna Fáil?! In the casialiine, Mr. de 
Valera and his party refused to recognise the 
Parliament set’ up by the Treaty. Subse- 
quently when Clann Eireann arose, he altered 
his attitude, and by agreeing to utilise that 
Parliament. as an instrument of government 
split his party. Whereupon the total 
sbatbiationivts became known as the Sinn Féin 
Party, and his as Fianna Fail. Should that 
change of front, the conversion to constitu- 
tional ways, be made sterile through the con- 
tinued exclusion of Fianna Fail deputies from 
the Dáil, will not many of his supporters be 
encouraged to fall back to their old allegiance, 
and the extremest of those extremists feel 
goaded into joining secret societies? . 

It is argued that Fianna Fáil deputies oan 
be given no relief, because their refusal to 
subscribe the so-called “ oath '' is tantamount 
to abstentionism in practice: The stock 
answer, glibly repeated, is: The Treaty bars 
the way: by virtue of the Treaty there 1s 
“oath to be taken.” But the Treaty 13 
not sacro-sanct; inalterable. Already it has 
heen “‘ amended’ twice: once to permit Great 
Britain to nominate Ulster’s Boundary Com- 
missionér, and again in pursuance of the 
London: Agreement, Furthermore, the s 
called oath was forced into the Constitution 
to stave off popular clamour in England at 
the moment when the Collins-de Valera Pact 
had alarmed British statesmen. The oath 
served its purpose. It has outlived its useful- 
ness. It is now a menace to Irish peace. It 
is a stumbling block on the path of economic 
regeneration. — The -Executive Council, then, 
instead of devising new measures of repres- 
sion, might advantageously engage in negotia- 
tions. with the British Ministers to amend the 
Treaty a third time. - Is it likely that these 
Ministers would, in the name of the British 
people, refuse us the much-needed conditions

PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTA- 
TION IN NORTHERN IRELAND. 

TO THE RDITOR GF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sm,—Lord Craigavon, speaking at a 
demonstration on July 12th, imtimated the 
intention of the Government of Northern 
ireland to abolish proportional representation. 
The system was embodied in the Home Rule 
Bill by the Imperial Parliament to ensure 
representation to minorities. Lord: Craigavon 
indicts proportional representation because 11 
gives representation to Labour and other 
minorities. He states that the only natural 
Opposition in Parliament is that of Mr. 
Devlin and of his party, and this seems to 
imply that the lines political division 
that existed in Ulster before the war should 
be stereotyped for all time. New questions 
are, however, arising in Ulster, and will con- 
tinue to arisée—temperance, agriculture, un- 
employment, etc. Proportional representa- 
tion would enable the citizens of Northern 
Ireland to give expression to their views on 
these social and economic problems, as well 
as on the problem of the relations between 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain and the 
Irish Free State. 

The Northern Government has 
abolished proportional representation for local 
elections. What were the consequences’ 
Under proportional - representation Labour 
secured a share of the representation in 
nearly every ward in Belfast. When propor- 
tional representation was abolished, such re 
presentation was very largely destroyed. 
Again, under preportional representation the 
Nationalists, who constituted a majority in 
County ‘lyrone, secured a majority of the 
seats on the County Council. When the 
single-member svstem was reintroduced, the 
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gerrymandeying of the constituencies. 


Unionists, although a minority, obtained a 
majority of the sedts on the Council, this 
success due, it was declared, to the 
There 
were protests from the smaller ties, and 
the consciousness persists that the majority 
had treated them with gross injustice. We 
can anticipate similar consequences frem the 
abolition oí proportional representation for 
parliamentary elections. er proportional 
representation Labour in 1925 secured three 
of the sixteen ‘seats for Belfast. The aboli- 
tion of E sn meee nm representation will 

bably destroy this representation. The 
ger minorities also will not have any 
guarantee of fair representation. 

Since the redistribution of the single- 
member constituencies of Belfast the minority 
in Belfast has been deprived of its former 
representation in the British House of 
Commons. With an Ulster Parliament 
elected by the single-member system, it will 
not be difficult so to arrange the con- 
stituencies as to reduce to a negligible 
quantity the representation of any minority 
in Ulster. Single-member areas _ invite 
gerrymandering. The Conservatives of France 
are now making strong protests against the 
quite open gerrymandering of the new areas 
xy the majority parties in the French 
sham ber. 

Under proportional representation in the 
Irish Free State the minorities have the 
reasonable assurance of just representation 
which every representative system should 
rovide, Through Major Myles, elected for 

onegal, Mr. Haslett, elected for Monaghan, 
Major Bryan Cooper, elected for County 
Dublin, the old minorities have taken their 
place in the national life; there is no bitter- 
ness arising from unjust treatment. Captain 
Herbert Dixon, n gi after Lord Craig- 
avon, suggested that the Free State should 
justify Ulster’s action by abolishing propor- 
tional representation. One of the probable 
consequences would be the destruction of 
Labour representation (Labour has twenty- 
two members), or, in the alternative, the 
compelling of Irish Labour in the Free State 
to enter into some electoral arrangements to 
maintain its representation. Mr, Johnson, 
the Labour leader, has stated that Labour 
voters would have voted against the Govern- 
ment if they had not been able to vote 
Labour. Under single-member areas, govern- 
ment in the Irish Free State, instead of con- 
tinuing to develop on evolutionary lines, 
would be subject to the grave uncertainties 
involved in possible violent swings of the 
pendulum. 

The countries which have adopted propor- 
tional representation as part of their consti- 
tution—Germany, Holland, Belgium, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark—constitute a notable list. 
They have made substantial progress since 
the war; their progress is evolutionary; the 
political outlook in these countries is far 
less uncertain than in those countries whose 
Governmeits are based upon violent swings 
of the pendulum, or in those countries in 
which majorities have taken steps to deprive 
minorities, of their just share in self-govern-

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GRAY’S ‘* ELEGY.”' 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—In one of your articles of last Friday 
feeling and sympathetic reference was made 
to the late Minister of Justice, and, in ex- 
pressing your appreciation of his efforts on 
behalf of the birds, you quote the poet Gray's 
“little footsteps lightly print the ground.” 
The entire stanza consists of the following 
four beautiful lines :— 

‘There scattered oft, the earliest of the year, 

By hands unseen, are showers of violets 

found ; 
The red-breast loves to build and warble there 

And little footsteps lightly print the 

ground.”’ 

“This stanza, which may be described as 
the red-breast stanza, was first printed in the 
third edition of the ‘ Elegy.’ Opposite this 
stanza in the Pembroke MS. Gray has written 
‘Omitted, 1755." Mason states that the 
reason for his omitting it was because he 
thought it was too long a parenthesis in this 
place."*- (Gray’s Poetical Works, edited by 
Bradshaw, p. 228.) 

The “Eighteenth Century Studies’’ of 
Austin Dobson has an essay. upon the subject 
of Gray's biographer. The Jatter, Dobson 
tells us, had a summer-house which contained 
an urn and medallion portrait of Gray. Over 
the entrance was a lyre, surmounted by the 
poet's motto from Pindar to his Odes, and 
below on a tablet, with slight yariation, came 
one of the discarded stanzas of the “ Elegy.”’ 
The slight variation was ‘‘here scatter'd 
oft’’ for “there scatter’d oft.’’ 

Over the grave of their dead friend may 
the little birds stay their flight and sing their 
hymn of peace. A poet in another land has 
put this wish upon the lips of a poor, im- 
prisoned girl, who is dying :— 

Jna croce a primavera

Rondinella, in su Ja sera 
Sovra lei raccogli il volo: 
Dimmi pace in tua favella, 
Pellegrina rondinella.

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POPE PIUS X. 
REQUEST FOR BEATIFICATION 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT, 
ROME. 

The beatification of Pope Pius X., the 
first step towards sainthood, is requested in 
the text of a process which has been received 
by the Sacred Congregation of Rites. The 
text, which fills 425 pages, was given most 
painstaking care in its preparation during 
a period of three years, and records the 
testimony of twenty-six witnesses that Pope 
Pius X. has performed miracles. 

The process was brought to Rome by 
Monsieur Dionigi Balzo, Fiscal Prosecutor of 
Curia Mantua. It was initiated on May 19th, 
1924, and concluded on July 9th last. 

Monsignor Balzo acted as Advocate of the 
Faithful during the process, while Don 
Amadei was destimated by the Court as 
Portitor, or Devil’s Advocate. 

The Sacred Congregation of Rites must 
now consider the testimony presented in the 
process and render its decision, which, it is 
believed, will be favourable.

SENSATION.

“ MONOPOLISING ” 
INDUSTRY.

WASHINOTON. 

A big sensation has suddenly developed in 
the American film world, Mr. Adolph Zukor 
and Mr. Jesse Lasky, two of the chief figures 
in the United States film industry, and the 


famous Players-Lasky Corporation, of which 
they are the chief officers, As been cited for 
conspiracy to “‘monopolise, or attempt to 
monopolise, the motion picture industry ” ‘n 
an order issued by the Federal Trade Com 
mission. 

The order calls upon the respondents to 
discontinue ‘‘ block-booking,’’ compelling 
cinema theatres to take all the pictures of 
their group, or none. 

The order also calls upon the film magnates 
to refrain from acquiring, or threatening to 
acquire, cinema theatres in order to intimidate 
exhibitors. 

In the official statement issued, the Federal 
Trade Commission find that “ respondents 
conspired from time to time with other 
persons to hinder competition in production, 
distribution and the exhibition of films, and 
to monopolise, or attempt to monopolise, the 
motion picture industry.’’ 

The respondents are allowed sixty days in 
which to file an adequate report detailing the 
manner in which they have complied with 
the order of the Commission. As a result of 
the Commission's investigation it stated 
that the respondents and their’ corporation 
control 363 theatres, and “dictated to the 
movie exhibitors.’’ 

The order of the Commission does not 
require the corporation to divest itself of any 
property acquired during the course of the 
organisation of the alleged conspiracy.

A BUSY gl iME IN THE

The Prince of Wales and the Prime 
Minister, with their respecte parties, leave 
for Canada next Saturday. They take train 
at Waterloo at 9.15 a.m. for Southampton, 
where they embark on board the Empress of 
Australia. 

Mr. Baldwin is due back in England on 
Auguet 24th. After a few days in Scotland 
the Premier will then leave for the Continent. 
The Prince of Wales is to stay in the West 
of Canada for an indefinite period, The joint 
party will number about a score. The Prince 
of Wales will be aceompanied by Prince 
George, and the two Princes. will have. with 
them members of their own euites.

THE ARRIVAL IN CANADA. 


When the Prince and Mr. Baldwin reach 
Quebec on July 29 they will be met by Mr. 
Mackenzie King, the Canadian Premier. He 
will remain with the party until the Prince 
goes to the West, and will then accompany 
Ar, Baldwin to the Maritime Provinces. The 
details of the itinerary are not yet completed. 
The arrangements are in the hands of the 
Canadian Government, and are unlikely to he 
available for .publication before Thursday 
morning. 

The joint party, however, should reach 
Quebec on the 29th July, Montreal on the 
lst August, Ottawa on the 2nd, Toronto on 
the 6th, Niagara on the following day, and 
Banff on the 10th.

MAN CHARGED WITH MURDER 
OF INCURABLE DAUGHTER. 


Albert Edward Davies, Rockferry, was 
esterday committed to Chester Assizes frofn 
Girkenhead on a charge of murdering his 
three-year-old daughter, Elsie, on Sunday, 
July 10. 

The Deputy Town Clerk, Mr. Shepherd, 
who prosecuted, said that the child was 
afflicted with tuberculosis, was two years in 
hospital, and was operated upon for appendi- 
citis. She then contracted measles and 
pneumonia. The child was at death's door, 
and, according to prisoner's own admission, 
he did what he considered best for her. 

“ Perhaps,”’ said Mr. Shepherd, ‘‘ one can 
sympathise with him. He took the child into 
the bathroom, and pat some water in the 
bath. The child was not drowned, but medi- 
cal evidence shows that she died from shock 
consequent on immersion.” 

The sufferings of the child was described 
by Dr. Seddon. She was too weak to be 
removed to hospital, and her condition was 
hopeless from the first.

Chief Difficulties in Handicaps. 

Umpiring handicap events is not really as 
dificult as it would appear, The chief diffi- 
culties are—firstly, marking off the score sheet 
according to the handicap given, and the 
correct calling of the score during the game. 
As regards the first point, it only needs a 
little study of the score sheet to 
ficient in this respect, 
imaginary matches at various odds, the odds 
both being given and received, and check up 
your efforts by consultation with someone who 
has such matters at his finger-tips.

Dr. Mussen's conclusion is that notwith- 
standing precautions it is impossible to make 
absolutely certain that not a single plague 
infected rat should ever get ashore in a large 
port trading constantly .with plague-infected 
Consequently it is necessary to 
reduce to the minimum the chances of any 
such misfortune leading to infection of the 
rat population of the port, and this can only 
be done by constant attention to rat-proofi
